BIG STRIKE AT ROCHESTER.

Rochester , N. Y., J une 28.—By order of 
the Knights of Igil>or the laborers on street 
improv ements in thi^city cjuit work Monday, 
striking f»>r an increase of wages and shorter 
hours. 
The strikers do not form a majority 
of the laborers, but they proceeded to organ­ 
ize mobs and v isit workers and force them to 
stop work. 
This was kept up» all day and the 
police had their hands full protecting the 
workers and dispersing the strikers. 
Al» out 
10,000 workmen are inv olv ed in the conse­ 
quences of the strike. 
Most of the intimida­ 
tion took place on the outskirts of the city, as 
the police was too strong in the business {na­ 
tion, 
During the trouble three men were in­ 
jured, but not seriously. 
A t Gorham street about 300 Mecklenburg- 
ers wore disjiersod by twelv e policemen after 
the latter had emptied their pistols into the 
crowd. 
Fiv e officers were struck by stones, 
but were not badly hurt. The Meeklonburgers 
went around to all the works and threatened 
the laborers with v ioleuco if they did not 
quit work. 
At night ev erything was quiet, 
but it is possible that another disturbance 
may occur. 
Later . —The contractors hav e called upon 
the authorities for protection. 
They say that 
they w'ill hire new men and prosecute their 
work if they are properly protected. 
C'npt 
McDermott says that ulxmt a dozen of strik 
ers were seriously wounded. 
It is now re 
ported that two hav o died from the wounds 
receiv ed in the light.

W ashington City, J unJ 28.—All of the 
land grant railroads of the country hav e re­ 
turned answers to Secretary Lamars order 
requiring them to show cause why the sev ­ 
eral orders of withdrawal from settlement of 
the lands within their indemnity limits should 
not l» e rev oked and the lands thrown ojKsn to 
settlement. 
With but few exceptions the 
roads in reply state that if they had their 
due they would receiv e more land than they 
now hav e, as much of the land granted them 
has been pre-empted and there is no land 
from which to make selections. 
The » St. Paul 
& Sioux City Railroad conq» any take the 
ground that this matter is beyond the juris­ 
diction of the secretary of the interior. 
The 
St. Paul, Minnesota & Manitoba Railroad 
company states that it now has a case pend­ 
ing in the supreme court of the United States 
which will, when decided, determine the 
status of that road before the law in regard 
to its land grant. 
The Atlantic 8c Pacific 
state that they hav e earned 1,000,000 acres 
more land than they hav e receiv ed.

28.—A com­ 
plaint was receiv ed at inter-state headquar­ 
ters Monday from Milton Ev aas, of Walla 
Walla, W. T., against the Oregon Railway 
and Nav igation company. 
The specific com­ 
plaint is that the company charged Ev ans 30 
cents per 100 pounds to transport wheat from 
Walla Walla to Portland, Ore., a distance of 
240 miles. 
This is characterized as an unjust, 
unreasonable and extortionate rate. 
Ev ans 
has more wheat to ship to Portland, and 
wants the commission to compel the company 
to reduce its rate to 15 cents.

tants are homeless. 
Fire broke out at noon 
in the lumber yard of W. H. Upham, it is 
supposod from a spark from a locomotiv e, 
and spread rapidly to the adjoining lumber 
yards. 
Boon the fire reached the business 
part of the town, And swept down the street, 
burning hoteLs, stores, and sev eral 
large 
manufactories. 
The families fled from their 
homes as the flames spread to the residence 
portion, sav ing nothing 
but w’hat they 
wore. 
All attempts to master the flames 
prov ed in v ain, 
and 
soon a 
conflagra­ 
tion of continually growing dimensions was 
raging in tho business portion of the town. 
The depot of the Wisconsin Central railroad 
was destroyed, along with the water tank 
and many cars. 
The road is blockaded and 
the track Is destroyed, and trains are unable 
to pass. 
The greater portion of the business 
houses is destroyed, the Tremont house being 
among the most v aluable buildings. 
The loss can not be estimated at present, 
but will sura up to about 81,000,000, 4Y. H. 
Upham being the heav iest loser.

and in twenty minutes after the explosion the 
largo structure was in ruins. 
The machinery 
for the manufacture of cathedral glass had 
just been receiv ed and was being placed in 
position. 
The works will tie rebuilt at once, 
and it is expected will be ready in about 
thirty days. The loss is estimated at from 
$10,000 to $15,000; insurance abont $3,000. 


F at ally B u r n e d in a C ask , 
Cincinnati , J une 28.—A strange and hor­ 
rible accident occurred in the third story of 
tho Gerke brewery here. 
Casper Steinbauer, 
aged 35, was inside of a huge cask v arnishing 
it.

He can't ev en 
assist in the couse of religion except iu a manner 
peculiarly his own." 
When New Orleans was capture« ! in May, 1862, 
in on« * of its squares was found a larg« * number of 
church and plantation liells, which iuul been do­ 
nated to the rebels in New Orleans to lx* cast into 
cannon. 
The bell of St. Patrick's eathe<iral, iu 
New Orleans, had been taken from its hangings 
to the l*ell deck, preparatory to lowering it to the 
ground to be used for the same pur|x>se. This 
property and considerable others of like sort, Ixv 
ing thus d«w! ¡cate« 1 by its owners to warlik» * pur­ 
poses against the United Ktates. seemed to the 
commanding general to Ixi "eonirabaml of war,"

captured, belonged to the 
United States. The gen« *ral ha« l many transports 
returning to Boston which needed ballast. 
He 
therefore or« l« *re<l these lx*lls and useless cannon 
and other material of like sort, to Is* put oninmrd 
returning transports, consigned to the United 
States quartermaster at Boston. 
The lx*ll of St . Patrick's church escaped, only 
because the clergyman claimed it hadn't been 
deliv er« *« !. 
He was giv en the Ixmefit of the doubt, 
it being "a manner peculiarly his own*’ In the 
commanding gen« *rai to “ assist in tiie cause of 
religi« *n" in that way if he could. So St. Patrick's 
bell was relinnged. The other lx*lls were sold at 
auction in Boston, and as ther« * were many of 
them, quit« * a number of churches and school 
houses in New England call their member* and 
scholars together by the aid of bells so dedicated, 
which were captured from the enemies of the 
United States. Who will adv ocate their r**turn? 
“ For him hav e I offended." This transaction ap­ 
pears on tin* ni**s of the accounting officer of the 
treasury. 
Narrativ es of it were published at the 
time, with commendations by all newspaper men.

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If wo could 1<Mili b ad: to the 2ii of July, 
1770, sweeping aside the yon pa that In* b e- 
tween, and see in the sultry streets of I’hila- 
drlphia tho pro •« •asion of patriots who founded 
our repub lic* mov ing thoughtfully toward the 
old State house*, wo would see u b and of men 
the equal in intellect and appenrauoe of any 
in tho world’s history—forefathers of whom 
wo hav e a right to b o proud. One* was Frank­ 
lin, ’’tho “v enerab le father of seionco in tho 
new world,” simple, with excessiv e cultiv a­ 
tion, philosophic and mod« #, “he looked w ith 
eotnposuro, at least, without regret, upon the 
act of independence.“ 
And there was Thomas Jefferson, the thin, 
dark, gray 
eyed 
Virginian, 
s t i l l 
young 
a t 
8 3, n 
Democrat of t li e 
sev erest c ul t ur e , 
yet the most radica 1 
of 
repub licans, a 
friend of tb c jM'ople. 
who was yet to giv e 
fifty yea I-» more of 
the w ork of h i s 
swift.mcfluv e intel- 
lcct to his country. 
H um a n equality 
was the 1 hoory I hat 
engrossed 
h i m . 
Here he ab horred 
the selfishness of caste*, and in Europe he saw 
only the sorrows and «1« » gradation of the 
many under the heel of the fav ored and idle 
few. In France, which to some of his eminent 
countrymen, ev en Franklin an 1 John Adams, 
seemed the land of pleasure, ho saw only the 
helpless people under the hand <? tyranny. 
It was then that he wrote to a friend in 
America, “Ab ov e all 
things educate th< 
people.” He saw clearly that no free institu­ 
tions could exist without knowledge; that the 
schoolmaster must rule in his new imtion-or 
it m ust I>erish. 
Like Franklin, Jefferson w as 
no speaker. 
He sat silent in the sessions of 
congress. 
On that memorab le 2d of July he 
took no part in the deb ate, b lit b e wrote 
with wonderful lire and grace, and to his 
b urning pen was committed the task of pre­ 
paring lhat immortal document, the 
D eclara­ 
tion of Independence, which enforced for all 
ages tho doctrine of univ ersal freedom. 
Another equally ardent repub lican from 
Virginia, liielmrd Henry Lee, was ab sent 
from the congress. 
Born to wealth and 
ease, 
he longed for a repub lic in which were no 
cruel distinctions separating man from man. 
But Patrick H enry was there. 
And there, too, was John Adorns, of Massa­ 
chusetts, he who in early life had pined for 
an ideal elev ation ab ov e his fellows. 
Ho had 
spent twenty years in Philadelphia, Paris, 
London, and the Hague, and was yet unsatis 
tied. 
He was now 40 years old, and as a 
qteaker he holjx*d forward the new repub lic. 
A greater orator from Massachusetts was 
a b s e n t , 
James 
Otis, 
to 
w ho m 
m ight well l>e ap­ 
plied the name of 
the creator of the 
theory of independ­ 
ence. 
He was at 
home a 
hopeless 
maniac, mode so 
b y a b low from a 
Tory o ppo n e n t . 
His brilliant mind 
clouded, he scarcely 
saw the revolution 
of which he had 
i**en with Lee and 
Samuel Adams, the chief promoter. 
But of all of the advocates of independence, 
Samuel Adams was, perhaps, the most power­ 
ful. The most ardent of republicans was he. 
He was poor, and knew many privations, and 
yet contemned money. Honors, emoluments, 
and even power be never sought. 
But to the 
cause of independence lie gave bis time and 
ability. 
Long before bis contemporaries 
spoke of lilierty be saw the star of freedom 
that was destined to shine over America. 
Robert TreeA Paine and El bridge Gerry 
were there; Nrancis Lightfoot Lee, Richard 
Henry Lee’s younger brother, the gay and 
good humored,was there; Benjamin Harrison, 
father of a future president, was there, chair­ 
man of the committee erf the whole, which 
has just reported on the Declaration. 
The 
mild 
and 
philai* hropic Carter 
Braxton 
was there in place of the late lamented 
Peyton Randolph, the first president of the 
continental congress, 
who had died 
six 
or seven months before. 
And there, too, was 
the noble hearted Thomas Nelson, of Vir­ 


ginia. 
He was the mov er of £h«**T* Instruc­ 
tions In the conv ention of Virginia, jwissed o n 
May 15, under which Richard H enry Lee of­ 
fered the original resolution of independence, 
on June 7. And thererotlld Ik*seen the sturdy 
front of Roger Sherman, nativ e of Momi- 
chusetts, hut; then a delegate from Connecti­ 
cut. “ that old Puritan, n * honest as an angel, 
and m< Ann in the cause of American in« I<*- 
pendenre us Mount Atlas,” said John Adams. 
And whocan ov er­ 
look the stalwart 
figure of Samuel 
Chase, of 
Mary 
land? His gentle 
colleague, Clmrles 
Carroll, was ab ­ 
sent, b ut signed 
the declaration, on 
August 2. 
Cawnr 
Rodney was there, 
and A rthur Mid­ 
dleton, of South 
Carolina, and the 
eloquent 
Edward 
Rutledge. 
J OHM 
A MAM8, 


And Richard Stockton, of New Jersey, 
who had doub ted 
tho propriety of the 
measure, and hod been won ov er b y “ the ir­ 
resistib le and conclusiv e arguments of John 
Adams.” 
And the president of tho congress, 
the glorious John Hancock! See him in hi« 
chair, the same chair in which Washington 
was to sit elev en years lah-r os president of 
the conv ention which framed the eonstitutioi 
of the Unitod States. 
He was not yet i< 
years of age, had a princely fortune at stnkf 
and a price upon his head. 
There lie sat it. 
tho cnlin dignity which no v icissitude of life 
was ev er ab le to niffle. 
“ Behold him! 
Ho has risen for a moment 
He has put the question. 
Tho Declaration is 
adopted. 
It is already lab * in the ev ening, 
and all formal promulgation of the day's 
doings must 1 m* |Mwtpom*d. 
After a grace of 
thret» days the air will b e v ib rating with the 
joyous tone*» of tjie old b ell in the cupola ov er 
his head proclaiming 1iln*rty to all mankind 
and with tlie resjMinding acclamations of as 
soinhled multitudes. 
Meantime, C>>r him. 
howev er, a simple b ut solemn duty remain* 
to b e discharged. 
The paper 
is b efore 
him. 
He flips his ¡» on and, with an no 
tremb ling hand, proceeds to execute a signa 
ture, which, n* Web ster said, has run le 
hi* name a* imjMMislmb le ‘a* if it tv era 
written b etween Orion and the Pleiades.’ 
“Under that signature, with only the nt 
testation of a secretary, the Declaration ;:<» cs 
forth to Uk* American peoj 
in their journals, 
to 1m* pp.'claimed in 
their streets, to b e 
pub lish« ] 
f r o m 
their pulpits, to b e 
read at the head of 
their armies, to Im* 
incorporated 
for­ 
ev er into their his­ 
tory. 
The British 
forces, driv en away 
from Boston, were 
t h e n landing on 
S t a t e u I s l a n d . 
They were met b y 
Patrick iiknhy . 
the promulgation of this act of offense and 
defiance to all loyal authority. 
But there 
was no indiv idual responsib ility for that act, 
sav e in tin* signuturo of John Hancock, presi­ 
dent, and Charles Thomson, secretary. 
Not 
until Aug. 2 was the young Boston merchant 
reliev ed from the |*eri!ous>, tho appalling 
grandeur of standing sole sponsor for the 
rev olt of thirteen colonies and 3,IHK>,(XJJ of 
people. 
**Iu that congress were many opposing 
v oices. 
Bn| tiie v oice of the outraged i>oople 
had not called in v ain, and it. was as their 
representativ es that Adams, Jefferson and 
1a‘v founded a repub lic and snatched Amer­ 
ica from British tyranny forev er.” 
While the congress delib erated in Philadel­ 
phia war stalked ov er the land. The patriots 
of New York, while they steadily v oted for 
indejM'iidence, saw the great English iloet 
riding securely in their harb or and heard the 
signal guns which proclaimed that armies, 
greater than any they ev er lieheld, were 
landing on Staten Island. 
On the coasts of 
New England lurked British cruisers. A great 
ih*et threatened tho southern harb ors, and the 
ruins of Norfolk showed there was cause to 
fear. 
From New York to Georgia thy scalp­ 
ing knife ot the Indian was the assistant of 
tho inv ader. In tho Declaration of Independ­ 
ence Jefferson tells the story of tho woes that 
possessed the land. 
“Amidst the clamor of 
war, the clash of contending armies, in tho 
presence of a thousand perils and of a dark 
and ominous future, the people, enraged, res­ 
olute, unyielding, went calmly to tho i>ol3s 
and v oted for independence.” 
Small ami ob scure was the party of inde­ 
pendence at tho first sitting of tho congress 
in 1774. 
But the cruelty of tho mad king, 
George 
III, during the interv ening time 
roused the people ev en b efore it aroused their 
leaders. 
Bays Eugene Lawrence, w riting on 
tLie theme of independence: 
“How often had men sighed for a land in 
which honest industry might enjoy its prudent 
gains and v irtue win a certain tolerance! 
How often had the wise and pure of ev ery 
age met together to 
found a repub lic 
and b een deceiv ed! 
When Europe was 
a 
sav age 
wilder­ 
ness, 
except fo r 
a thin line of settle­ 
ments around the 
Mediterranean sea, 
when all England 
and France, Ger­ 
many and 
Spain 
were the haunts of 
savage t r i b e s , a 
fair, adventurous, 
brilliant race had 
sprung up on tho 
shores of the J Egean, and meditated from 
the acropolis 
on the. rights of man. 
The 
Greeks invented the principles of the com­ 
monwealth. 
The half inspired intellect of 
Greece founded a series of republics that 
faded one by one before the influence of caste 
and slavery. 
A Latin race took up the con­ 
ception. 
The pletieians of Rome discuss« ! 
beneath their seven hills the rights of man, 
the theory of universal suffrage, the equali­ 
zation of property and the principles of the 
public weal. 
But slavery disappointed all 
their hopes. 
Freemen disappeared. 
Society 
knew but two classes, the enslaving and the 
enslaved. 
“ Emigration cultivated all western Eu­ 
rope; but the theory of a republic vanished in 
a universal tyranny. 
The republics of the 
middle ages—rude, coarse, severe, yet pro- 
greasi ve—fell into the bands of tyrants. 
The 
reformation came and republics sprang tip 


with free thought. 
Y et In th» * Eîghtrânla 
century ev ery one had perished except .Swit­ 
zerland, ami asHftiiiuel and John Adams, Jay 
and I mm* Mirv cyed the dim stream of history, 
they might well tremb le to find its dm re* 
draw n chiefly with .the wrack* of fra« *lorn, 
and monarchies and dcsprnhms alone flour­ 
ishing wh ere once had stood the dawning 
fab rics of b mnan equality. 
“ Mora than 100 years of rational progress 
hav e familiarized the mind to the widest 
stride* of lilM*rty. 
Tb rt’great foundations of 
the 
repub lic—toleration, equality, educa­ 
tion—seem no longer new. 
But when the 
patriots of 
1770, in the midst of the Imr- 
ltaroiis Eighteenth century, propose*« 1 them to 
the world as the b asis of legislation, the world 
scoff« * 1 a t them as if they were mad. 
it b 
quite impossib le, indecrl, for any one to con- 
ceiv e without? intense study how far man ha.* 
adv anced in the last 100 years; how miserab le 
was Id* condition In all countries in 1770. One 
con scarcely realize how miserab le was th** 
human race am idst the Iwrb aritie» of kings 
an« l nob les 100 years ago; what tears were 
she« !; what horrors endum l b y those who 
hav e since liecome the sov ereign people, 
The chief trait of the Eighteenth century 
was its intense inhum anity. 
No one oarad 
for the sufferings of others, and no one, ex 
cept n few philosophers and a few Americans, 
hud discov er« ! that the m ajority of men were 
not b orn to suffer forev er. 
The great seig­ 
neurs of France lieat, rob in*« ! nnd murdered 
their p« *nsnntK with no sentiment ev en of 
shame; the English lords, b i.shn[>s and prill« ** 
defended t heir e» *uel laws, while all the ncenn 
was cov ered with slav e ships, and the horrib le 
wealth <»f <*V( ry civ ilized nation « v os won 
from the woes «>f th« * helpless Africans* Eu 
ropean cruelty and av arie« * had forced slav ery 
upon tho fresh fields of Aun rica, had pl.-mo-d 
among u* the sti

liv ered in the Roman senate and the Roman 
forum, w ith the deb ates of tho English par­ 
liament in 1041, with the harangues of French 
Jacob ins or English reformers, than with tho 
grand discussion of the principles of lib erty 
and progress which made us a freo people. 
“We only know that John Adams spoke 
with such power that, in the words of Jeffer­ 
son, ‘he mov ed the memb ers from their seats.’ 
It was the v oice of the new world remon­ 
strating against the decadence of the old. 
“More than 100 years of progress hav o 
raised 100,000,000 of men to a new sense of 
freedom. 
America is n repub lic, Europe has 
pressed on toward lib erty, tho world is nearly 
free. The Fourth of July has b ecome tho an­ 
niv ersary most noted in the annals of m an­ 
kind, tho b irthday of hum an freedom, tho 
epoch of unb ounded liope.” 


SAMUEL ADAMS. 


N ew Y ork’s N etw o rk o f Wire« *. 
There are alxiut 20,000 miles of tele­ 
graph and telephone wires in 
N e w York 
city. Of this numlier the Western Union 
Telegraph company operates and con­ 
trols more than 5,000 miles, 500, miles of 
which nre already placed in conduits 
underground. 
The same company oper­ 
ates ov er 430,000 
miles all told. 
Its 
wires if stretched in one continuous line 
would go around the globe nearly eight­ 
een times, and they would reach from 
the earth to the nnxm and almost b ack 
again. 
The 20,000 miles of wire in 4 his 
city would make over 2.220 parallel linos 
from the liattery to Harlem river, and 
over double that number from the East 
to the North river at the greatest width 
of Mannattan Island. 
This length of wire weighs compara­ 
tively little. 
The wires of the Western 
Union company vary in weight from 
330 to 050 pounds per mile. 
Taking the 
smallest sized wire as a basis for calcula­ 
tion, one ton of metal would make thir­ 
teen and one-third miles of wire, while 
2,000 tons would be sufficient to stretch 
around the world, with plenty to spare? 
The cost of the wires is about 6ix cents 
per pound. 
They arc very durable when 
stretche« l through an open country, last­ 
ing from twenty-five to thirty years. 
Atmosphere changes affect them but 
little. Repairs are chiefly made in towns 
where chemical substances are use« ! for 
manufacturing purposes, the smoke from 
t lie factory chimneys being very destruc­ 
tive to the metal. _________ _ 
D am ag e to th a Cable*. 
The submarine oables 
in 
southern 
waters are greatly damaged by the rav­ 
ages of the teredine, an insect which 
abounds in those localities, which seeks 
its nourishment out of the gutta perclia 
which lines the cable.
